Finland’s Foreign Trade. (Page 588.) 


One of the most significant features in Finland’s 
recent economic history is the continuous growth of 
the country’s external trade. The increase in imports 
from the United Kingdom last year was encouraging, 
and, writes Mr. Cecil H. Mackie, British Consul at 
Helsingfors, there is every reason to hope that the 
small deficit remaining as compared with 1925, and 
which is present owing to the British coal stoppage 
of 1926, will be wiped off this year. 








British Trade with Lithuania. (Page 589.) 


Imports into Lithuania from Great Britain last 
year represented in value about 6? per cent. of the 
total. This could be increased, writes Mr. L. A. 
Parish, British Consul at Kovno, in his Report on 
Commercial, Financial and Economic Conditions in 
Lithuania, though prospects do not warrant the 
establishment of expensive organisation.

“SURVEY OF METAL INDUSTRIES.” 


The ‘‘ Survey of Metal Industries ” (which deals with 
the Iron and Steel, Engineering, Electrical Manufac- 
turing, Shipbuilding, and Coal Industries) forms one of 
the four parts into which the Survey of Industries 
prepared by the Committee on Industry and Trade 
is divided. Its contents are based partly on official 
data, partly (and generally speaking preponderantly) on 


information supplied by the trades themselves, and ° 


partly on the results of other official and unofficial 
enquiries. In the case of Coal-Mining, as that industry 
has recently been the subject of detailed investigation 
by a Royal Commission, the Committee have accepted 
the results of its investigations in lieu of direct evidence. 

The Committee believe that for the most part their 

surveys constitute the most comprehensive statements 
of the kind that have been brought together in recent 
imes, describing as they do the conditions under which 
ach of the great industries dealt with has grown up; 
he development of its main branches as measured by 
he numbers employed, volume and value of production 
and growth of overseas trade; the structure and organisa- 
tion of the industry; its situation with regard to such 
special problems as the supply of raw materials, the 
development of scientific research, standardisation, 
selling organisations, international agreements, etc.; 
and its whole position in relation to foreign competition, 
whether in overseas markets or at home. 

These surveys of particular industries, taken with the 
studies of general factors in industrial efficiency, are 
absolutely essential in the Committee’s view to a just 
appreciation of the position and tendencies of British 
trade and industry as a whole, and the Committee 
hope that the assembly of several surveys in one volume 
will facilitate the study of each industry’s problems in 
the light of those faced (and, it may be, surmounted) 
by others.

PORTUGUESE CUSTOMS REGULATIONS. 


WARNING TO BRITISH EXPORTERS. 

The attention of exporters to Portugal, which for 
this purpose includes Madeira and the Azores, is drawn 
to the risks incurred by omitting to ascertain and carry 
out with exactitude all the prescribed Customs for- 
malities, as an error once made can rarely be rectified 
and will most probably involve the exporter or the 
consignee in considerable difficulty and expense. 


Every consignment exported to Portugal mus‘ be 
accompanied, in addition to the bill of lading, by a 
‘* Declaration of Cargo ”’ (also called a Consular Invoice) 
signed by the shipper and endorsed by the Portuguese 
Consular Officer at the port from which the vessel 
carrying the goods to Portugal sails, whatever be the 
origin of the goods. “ Declarations of Cargo” should 
normally be endorsed before the departure of the vessel, 
but a period of ten days after the departure of the vessel 
is allowed within which time “ Declarations of Cargo ”’ 
may be received in Portuguese Consular Offices for 
endorsement. If these regulations are not observed a 
fine of double the Consular fee for the endorsement of 
the “ Declaration of Cargo ”’ is imposed on the receiver. 

The fees charged by Consuls for the endorsement of 
‘“‘ Declarations of Cargo” have recently been revised. 
The general rate is reduced to 3 per cent. ad valorem 
(instead of 4 per cent. ad valorem) and is now applicable 
to all goods entering Portugal whether by sea, land or 
air. Failure to produce the Declaration, however, 
involves no special penalty in the case of land-borne or 
air-borne traffic; the actual Consular fee only is leviable 
by the Customs Authorities on arrival of the goods, if 
not previously paid. 

Certain goods benefit by a reduced rate of $ per cent. 
ad valorem: and in the case of goods arriving in 
Portugal in transit, for re-exportation or transhipment, 
as well as for those imported under the drawback 
regime, the fee is reduced to } per cent. ad valorem : 
while for goods which are to be transhipped in any port 
in Portugal for conveyance to a Portuguese Colony 
as ultimate destination, the Declarations are endorsed 
without charge. 


In order to secure these reduced rates, when applic- 
able, it is important that a fully detailed description of 
the goods, their destination and method of forwarding, 
should be entered in the Declaration. 

It should also be borne in mind that the Consular fee 
is leviable on the f.o.b. price. When the c.i.f. price only 
is given the exporter runs a risk of being charged on 
that basis. 

Full particulars of the fees payable in respect of the 
endorsement of ‘‘ Declarations of Cargo” were given 
in the “‘ Journal ” of 15th December last (page 631). 








CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN. 


Certificates of origin are not required for goods ex- 
ported to Portugal when they originate or are manu- 
factured in Great Britain, except when such goods are 
sent through France and Spain, in which case a certi- 
ficate of origin issued by a Portuguese Consular Officer 
is necessary. 

In the case of goods of European origin re-exported to 
Portugal from this country, a certificate of origin issued 
in the country of origin or production is required. 

For goods of extra-European origin certificates may be 
issued by Portuguese Consular Officers in the country of 
origin of the goods or in the European country from which 
such goods are re-exported. When such extra-Kuropean 
goods are not accompanied by a certificate issued at the 
point of origin, exporters in Great Britain should obtain 
a certificate of origin in the usual way, e.g., from a 
Chamber of Commerce, which certificate must be pre- 
sented to the Portuguese Consul at the port of shipment, 
who will, generally, issue his own certificate on the basis 
of that submitted by the exporter. Consuls, however, 
are free to exercise their discretion as to what docu- 
mentary evidence must be produced to prove the origin 
of goods shipped to Portugal.

NEW POLISH BANKRUPTCY LAW. 


The British Representative at Warsaw has forwarded 
a translation of a Decree of the President of the Polish 
Republic dated 23rd December, 1927, relating to the 
prevention of bankruptcies. The Decree stipulates, 
inter alia, that the decision adopted by a majority of the 
creditors of insolvent business concerns becomes binding 
on the remaining creditors.

TURKISH FOREIGN TRADE.

Imports from the United 
Kingdom totalled £T. 1,871,182, and included cotton

FINLAND. 





ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN 1927. 

On comparing the results attained in 1927 with those 
of immediately preceding years the continuous growth 
in the external commerce of Finland may be regarded 
as one of the most significant features. Year by year, 
writes Mr. Cecil H. Mackie, British Consul at Helsingfors, 
the official trade returns show a steady rise in the imports 
and exports which, for a country with a population of 
34 million inhabitants over 60 per cent. of whom work 
on the land, have now assumed quite an appreciable 
figure. 

The value of imports into Finland was no less than 
699-9 million Finnish marks above that of 1926, at 
6,367-6 million F. mks. as against 5,667-7 million 
F. mks., arise of 12-4 per cent., but the increase of no 
less than 668-9 million F. mks. to 6,284-7 million 
F. mks. from 5,615-8 million F. mks. or 11-9 per cent. 
in exports from the country was no less noteworthy. 
For the second year in succession, however, an adverse 
trade balance was shown of 82-9 million F. mks.; the 
import excess in 1926 having been 51-9 million F. mks. 
These figures do not allow for the value of re-exports, 
at 37-9 million F. mks. in 1927 as compared with 
20-7 million F. mks. in 1926, which reduced the unfavour- 
able balance to 45 million and 31-2 million F. mks. 
respectively. 

The value of imports was much increased during the 
year by the unusually heavy purchases of coal, which 
exceeded those of the previous year by 67-9 million 
F. mks., or as much as 45 per cent. More striking, 
perhaps, was the increase in imports of machinery and 
apparatus, which amounted in value to 134-8 million 
F. mks., or 35 per cent. Vehicles, principally motor 
cars and accessories from the United States, showed an 
increase of 79 million F. mks., or 27-5 per cent., and 
imports of metals and metal manufactures rose 131-9 
million F. mks., or 21-4 per cent. Imports of skins, 
furs and leather—principally raw hides and skins, but 
including footwear and belting—increased by 56 million 
F. mks., or 25-5 per cent., and there were other items 
of manufacture and produce the import of which also 
showed an advance. 


IMPORTS FROM THE UNITED KINGDOM, ETC. 


The principal supplier of the various requirements 
was Germany, who has retained her position at the head 
of the list of importing countries since 1921. Last 
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year’s imports from Germany amounted to 32-6 per 
cent. of the total imports as against 34-9 per cent. in 
the previous year. Finland’s purchases from the 
United States totalled 15-4 per cent. of her whole 
import trade, as against 14-1 per cent. in 1926, and those 
from the United Kingdom 14-2 per cent., as compared 
with 12-8 per cent. in the previous year. 

The percentage of increase in imports from the United 
Kingdom would appear to be relatively small, but the 
recovery of Great Britain’s export trade in coal was 
largely the means of increasing the value of imports 
from the United Kingdom by about 180 million F. mks, 
over the preceding year—quite an appreciable improve. 
ment, though still behind those of 1925 by about 
30 million F. mks. There is every reason to hope, 
writes Mr. Mackie, that this small deficit will be wiped 
off by the end of the present year and that the United 
Kingdom will regain her former position in the Finnish 
market. The rapid recovery from the effects of the coal 
stoppage, as already witnessed, would seem to support 
this view. Some good orders which have recently been 
secured by two important United Kingdom firms for 
the supply of electrical plant for the power station in 
Helsingfors should serve as another hopeful sign of 
improvement of British trade in this country. 


EXPort TRADE. 


As regards exports, shipments of sawn timber in- 
creased in value by 844 million F. mks. or 17-8 per cent., 
and those of unsawn timber by 221-7 million F. mks., 
or 24-6 per cent., while exports of paper, pulp, card- 
board and manufactures exhibited a slight increase of 
49-2 million F. mks., or 3 per cent. There was also 
a notable expansion in exports of dairy produce, which 
exceeded those of the previous year by 34-2 million 
F. mks., or 6-4 per cent. 

The United Kingdom purchased from Finland 40-1 per 
cent. of her total exports, as against 38-4 per cent. in 
1926. Germany’s share was 15-8 per cent., as against 
12-7 per cent., and the United States’ 5-4 per cent., 
as against 6-5 per cent. 


INTERNAL TRADE AND NATIONAL INDUSTRY. 


Internal trade in general was good, though wholesale 
dealers complained of the growing competition in the 
home market. This competition has now become very 
keen and seems to be concentrated more than ever 
between the wholesale dealers in the cities and the great 
group of country dealers. Moreover, a proposal which 
was laid before the late Government in December, but 
which was not carried into effect, to reduce Customs 
duties on certain foreign manufactures had a disturbing 
influence on trade generally and especially affected that 
in woollen materials and cotton goods of home manu- 
facture. The result was that stocks held by wholesale 
dealers became relatively small by the end of the year 
whereas the demand for goods increased considerably 
in different parts of the country. 

The building trade displayed great activity in all parts 
of the country and especially in Helsingfors. Here 
alone last year there were erected as many as 110 new 
houses containing 11,451 rooms. 

The various industries, with few exceptions, were both 
productive and remunerative. At certain intervals 
during the year some labour unrest was witnessed and 
the timber industry, which is by far the most important 
in the country, was one which might have suffered 
severely had the conflict in the spring of 1927 not been 
fortunately averted. The metal industry in particular 
suffered very badly in this respect, work having been in 
some factories and workshops entirely, and in others 
partially, suspended in May last year. The cessation 
of work, which lasted seven months, originated from a 
strike which took place at an important engineering 
works at Abo and led to a lock-out declared at several 
other engineering establishments in other parts of the 
country. The dispute, which arose through a demand 
on the part of the operatives for an increase of wages, 
was not settled before the middle of December. 
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upon which the two countries have differences of opinion 
the resolution of the League relieved a tense situation, 
and, though relations are not yet established upon a 
normal basis and much remains to be done before 
commercial intercourse is officially renewed, it must be 
said that some advance has been made towards stability. 

One eventual result of the re-opening of commercial 
relations with Poland would be to restore prosperity to 
Memel, which has suffered greatly from the suspension 
of Polish and Russian timber traffic down the Niemen 
river, though its other trade has increased to some 
extent since its incorporation in 1924 as an autonomous 
district under Lithuanian sovereignty. Another result 
of the resumption of commercial relations would be to 
intensify the competition of Polish goods on the 
Lithuanian market. 

As regards internal politics, a coup d’¢état in December, 
1926, led to a coalition and subsequently to the present 
Nationalist Government, which has conducted the 
administration without convoking the Legislature since 
its dissolution in April. It has announced the intention 
of holding a referendum on proposed constitutional 
changes, for which, however, no date has yet been fixed, 
and meanwhile constitutional guarantees are suspended. 


FINANCE. 


As revised by the administration the estimated revenue 
and expenditure for 1927 balanced at about 238 million 
lits, but revenue proved much greater, amounting to 
over 270 million lits. Expenditure being 231 million lits, 
the surplus on 31st December was nearly 40 million lits, 
but against this must be set an indeterminate figure for 
expenditure chargeable to 1927 and not yet effected. 

The Budget drawn up by the Administration for 1928 
balances at 253 million lits, the chief sources of revenue 
being State institutions (railways, posts, telegraphs, 
telephones, etc.), Customs duties, the spirit monopoly, 
State forest sales and land and buildings tax. The 
principal spending departments are: the Ministries of 
Communications, National Defence, Education and 
Agriculture. 

Public debt is less than £1 per head of population. 
The internal debt is trifling, while foreign debt on 
31st December, 1927, was as follows :—

By an agreement made in 1927 the amount of the 
claim for British supplies was reduced to £150,000, 
bearing 5 per cent. interest, and the first of five annual 
instalments was paid this year. 

Political tension at the end of 1926 led to reductions 
in bank deposits and to restriction of credit, from which 
business suffered severely in the early part of 1927. 
Some failures occurred in the textile trade and one leather 
factory closed down, but by the middle of the year the 
banks were in ample funds to meet crop movements in 
the autumn, and in 1928 a small reduction to 17 per 
cent. was made in the discount rate. Statistics of bills 
protested remained heavy throughout the year. 


Import TRADE. 


Imports in 1927 included foodstuffs to the value of 
49 million lits, raw materials and semi-manufactured 
goods valued at 72 million lits, of which coal and 
fertilisers accounted for 24 million lits; and manufac- 
tured goods 145 million lits, of which textiles represented 
58 million lits. More than half the imports (53-15 per 
cent.) were from Germany, but this probably includes 
some transit trade. The figures for other countries 
were: Great Britain, 6-75 per cent.; United States, 
5:46 per cent.; Czechoslovakia, 5-22 per cent.; Latvia, 
3°82 per cent.; Holland, 3-44 per cent.; other countries 
(specified), 11-14 per cent.; and unspecified, 11-02 per 
cent. (The final item includes Polish goods.) 
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PROSPECTS FOR BrITISH TRADE. 


After reviewing, in a “ Market Survey,” the sourceg 
from which some of the principal commodities imported 
last year were received and in many instances, discussing 
the prospects for an extension of British participation, 
Mr. Parish gives the chief reasons for the small British 
share in the general import trade. These, he states, 
are the relatively high prices of British goods (the bulk 
of the demand being for the cheapest, though a growing 
market for high-class goods exists among the urban 
population); the comparatively small quantities in 
which goods are ordered; the longer time which, for 
geographical reasons, is necessary for delivery; and, 
finally, the fact that the smallness of the market does not 
encourage the establishment of British mercantile 
houses. German merchants, on the other hand, possess 
old-established channels of trade, dating in many cases 
from before the war, which were strengthened by 
military occupation during several years and by the use 
of a common and depreciated currency. Though the 
latter no longer exists there is a large German element 
in the mercantile community and German is generally 
understood by importers. In addition to resident 
agents or branch offices German commercial travellers 
visit the market in considerable numbers. 

While prospects for British trade are not such as to 
warrant the establishment of expensive organisation 
there appear to be possibilities of developing trade 
through commission agents or by direct trade with local 
merchants. In some cases the territory could be in- 
cluded with adjacent areas in a joint agency with a 
travelling representative. 

As a rule credit is essential but firms without previous 
experience of this market should make very careful 
enquiry regarding the standing of customers, for a not 
inconsiderable portion of local trade is conducted by 
firms with relatively small capital and some serious 
losses were incurred in 1927 by British textile exporters. 
It is not unusual to require a bank guarantee, while 
some of the smaller firms are sufficiently eager for 
foreign credits to agree to deposit their own customers’ 
acceptances as collateral. For complete safety in 
trading with small or unknown firms a practice has also 
been developed of consigning goods to forwarding agents 
for gradual delivery as required. 

A considerable field of trade exists, however, in which 
credit considerations do not arise. The majority of 
purchases by Government departments are effected by 
public tender or by competitive bids invited from 
selected firms. Local representation is in practice indis- 
pensable, if only for the calculation of Customs duties, 
cost of delivery inland, local taxation, etc., which are 
frequently required to be included in the price. A bank 
guarantee of fulfilment of tender is invariably required. 
Payment is usually made about 14 days after acceptance 
of delivery.

STATISTICS FOR MARCH QUARTER. 





(A) PASSENGERS OF ALL CLASSES.* 


The returns for the first quarter of 1928 relating to 
the passenger traffic between the United Kingdom and 
places outside Europe, and not within the Mediterranean 
Sea, show a considerable falling off in the net outward 
movement compared with a year ago. The number of 
persons of British nationality who left the United King- 
dom for such countries during the three months ended 
March, 1928, exceeded the number who arrived as 
passengers from such countries by 27,080, compared

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with an outward balance of 34,629 in the first quarter 
of 1927. Outward balances of 96,054 and 120,970 
respectively were recorded during the twelve months 
ended March, 1928 and 1927. 

The outward balance to countries within the British 
Empire was 20,318 in the March, 1928, quarter compared 
with 26,610 a year earlier, the balance outward to British 
South Africa alone showing a small increase (362) while 
decreases of 1,746, 3,295 and 1,308 were shown in the 
ease of the respective outward balances to British North 
America, Australia and New Zealand. The outward 
balance to the group “‘ Other Foreign Countries ”’ shows 
an increase of 582, while there was a decrease of 1,839 
in the net movement to the United States. 

The outward balance of British subjects during the 
twelve months ended March, 1928, shows a decrease of 
nearly 25,000, as compared with the figures for the 
twelve months ended March, 1927, the movement to 
the British Empire accounting for about 20,000 of this 
reduction. 

As regards the movement of aliens between this 
country and non-European countries during the first 
quarter of 1928 an outward balance of 7,481 is recorded, 
compared with an outward balance of 12,129 in the 
corresponding quarter of 1927. This decrease in the 
net outward movement of aliens during the March quarter 
of 1928 is mainly accounted for by the reduction of 
more than 4,000 in the number of alien transmigrants 
to British North America, as compared with the move- 
ment a year earlier. In connection with the figures of 
the passenger movement, particularly those relating to 
alien passengers, it should be noted that they are 
inclusive of passengers who passed through the United 
Kingdom on their way between European and non- 
European countries, and vice versa. 

In Table I on page 592 particulars are given of the 
number of passengers, including emigrants and immi- 
grants, who travelled between the United Kingdom and 
places outside Europe during the three months and 
twelve months ended March, 1927 and 1928. 


TRAFFIC To AND FROM THE CONTINENT. 
(Including all ports within the Mediterranean Sea.) 


In the traffic between the United Kingdom and the © 


Continent of Europe an excess inward of 18,273 passen- 
gers was recorded during the first quarter of 1928 as 
compared with an excess inward of 26,352 passengers 
in the corresponding period of 1927. These figures 
include passengers of all nationalities. Separate par- 
ticulars as to the number of alien passengers from and 
to the Continent are not available from these returns. 
The figures of arrivals and departures do not, of course, 
relate to the number of individual persons who arrived 
or departed, but represent the total number of outward 
and inward voyages made by such passengers in the 
course of the periods mentioned. The following totals 
show the movement (British and Aliens) to and from 
the Continent of Europe, distinguishing the number of 
persons who travelled by sea and by air :—

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In the March quarter of 1928 the excess of inward 
passengers from the Continent over those outward to 
the Continent was about 8,000 less than the corre- 
sponding number in 1927, and more than 10,000 greater 
than in 1926. 

It will be noticed that the total number of passengers 
travelling to and from the Continent by air, which was 
about the same in the first quarters of 1927 and 1926, 
more than doubled during the first three months of 1928, 


TRAFFIC To AND FROM THE [RISH FREE STATE, 


The Returns of passengers by sea which have been 
furnished in accordance with Statutory Rules and 
Orders, 1923, No. 977, show a balance inward of 10,293 
passengers from the Irish Free State during the first 
quarter of 1928, as compared with inward balances of 
10,387 and 9,034 during the corresponding periods of 
1927 and 1926 respectively. As is the case in the traffic 
with the Continent of Europe, the passenger movement 
between the United Kingdom and the Irish Free State 
is inclusive of persons travelling to or from other 
countries via United Kingdom ports. The movement 
over the land frontier between Northern Ireland and the 
Irish Free State is not included in the returns furnished 
to the Board of Trade.

(B) BRITISH EMIGRANTS AND IMMIGRANTS. 


The British subjects who were recorded as leaving 
permanent residence in the United Kingdom to take up 
permanent residence in non-European countries num- 
bered 29,185 in the first quarter of 1928, as compared 
with 36,866 in the same period of 1927. Residence for 
a year or more is treated as permanent residence for the 
purpose of this classification. The movement of British 
emigrants to the British Empire as a whole during the 
first three months of 1928, as compared with the first 
quarter of 1927, shows a decrease of 6,088, the number 
of emigrants to British North America, Australia and 
New Zealand being smaller by 1,954, 2,586 and 1,429 
respectively. Comparing the movement of British 
emigrants to all parts of the Empire during the twelve 
months ended March, 1928, and 1927, a decrease of 
nearly 16,000 is shown. The emigrants of British 
nationality to the United States numbered 5,108 in the 
first quarter of 1928, as compared with 6,657 during the 
same period of the preceding year. The utilisation of 
the quota of British immigrants to be admitted into the 
United States is spread compulsorily over at least ten 
months of the fiscal year from Ist July to 30th June, 
visas being given for not more than 10 per cent. of the 
total per month. The official quota of British (Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland) immigrants to be ad- 
mitted into the United States during the year ending 
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30th June, 1928, is 34,007, the same number as for adult males, 1,990 adult females, and of 1,737 children Il.

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WHOLESALE PRICES IN APRIL. 





BOARD OF TRADE INDEX NUMBER. 


As measured at the Board of Trade, wholesale prices 
were higher, on the average, in April than in March by 
1-8 per cent., the index numbers for the two months 
being 86-0 and 84-5 respectively (1924 = 100). The 
index for all articles of food shows an advance of 4-4 per 
cent., cereals rising by 2-1 per cent., meat and fish by 
4-1 per cent., and the group of other foods by 6-6 per 
cent. Owing mainly to an average increase of 3-3 per 
cent. in April compared with March in the price of 
cotton materials the index for industrial materials shows 
a rise of 0-3 per cent. Textile materials other than 
cotton rose on the average by 0-9 per cent., while 
miscellaneous industrial materials fell by 1-8 per cent. 
The averages for the two groups of metals and minerals 
show but small variations between the two months.

The largest price increases among cereals in April 
were in wheat, both home-grown and imported, and in 
flour, oats and oatmeal. The ‘‘ Gazette Average ”’ for 
British wheat shows a gradual rise to 10s. 10d. per cwt. 
for the last week of April compared with the relatively 
low average of 9s. 4d. per cwt. reported for the middle 
of February. During the same period the “ Official ” 
price for straight-run flour in London has advanced 
from 41s. to 45s. 6d. per sack of 280 lbs. In the meat 
and fish group the only price reductions are shown in 
respect of New Zealand lamb and of eggs. The advances 
in the prices of home-produced beef and mutton since 
the end of February have been considerable, Scotch beef 
rising by 1?d. per |b. for first quality short sides, English 
beef by 14d. or 14d. per lb., Scotch mutton by 3d, 
per lb. and English mutton by 2d. perlb. Bacon prices 
were higher at the end of April than for some months 
past, Wiltshire (smoked) being at 138s. per cwt. compared 
with 130s. per cwt. at the beginning of March, and Irish 
(green) rising to 118s. per cwt. from 100s. per cwt. 
during the same interval. Among miscellaneous foods, 
milk and imported butter were cheaper, while there were 


further advances in the prices of potatoes. Best quality 
Edward VII. potatoes averaged 230s. per ton in London 
during the last week of April, showing an increase of 
70s. per ton on the average for the first week of March. 
Sugar prices rose from the middle of March to the middle 
of April and then fell by an amount equivalent to the 
reduction in the sugar duty, Tate’s cubes being quoted 
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at 30s. 74d. per cwt. compared with 33s. per cwt. a week 
earlier and with the middle of March price of 32s. per 
cwl. 

During the two months of March and April some 
variations were made in quotations for pig iron, the 
largest change among the five descriptions included in 
the calculation of the index number being in respect of 
Northampton, No. 3 Foundry, which fell from £3 to 
£2 18s. per ton. Wrought iron marked bars were re. 
duced to £12 per ton from £12 10s., which price had held 
from the beginning of the present year, and high-speed 
tool steel was reduced by 3d. to 2s. 3d. per lb. Gal. 
vanised corrugated sheets were also cheaper, while steel 
scrap and tinplates were dearer. From the beginning 
of March to the end of April, English lead rose from £2] 
to £22 per ton and zinc from £25 2s. 6d. to £26 7s. 6d. 
per ton. Motor spirit rose by 44d. per gallon in conse- 
quence of the new duty, but including this increase it 
was only 23d. per gall. more than at the beginning of 
March. 

Increased prices for cotton materials were again 
general. American raw cotton, middling, was over 
ld. per lb. more at the end of April than early in March, 
and the increase in Egyptian raw cotton, Sakellaridis, 
fully good fair, amounted to over 23d. per lb. During 
that period the yarns of American cotton, the prices of 
which are used in the construction of the Index Number, 
rose by amounts varying between ld. and 14d. per Ib.. 
and advances in the quotations used for yarns of 
Egyptian cotton varied between 2d. and 4d. per lb. 
Among other textile materials the most noticeable price 
variations have been in raw jute; following the fall in 
March to £28 15s. per ton for first marks the price rose 
to £33 10s. per ton in mid-April. Quotations for hides 
and skins recovered somewhat from the fall which 
commenced in February and continued in March. The 
recovery in rubber prices in the second half of March 
was of short duration, and the quotation for smoked 
sheet fell by 4d. per lb. early in April, and by a further 
1d. per lb. to 84d. per lb. towards the end of that month. 

In the indices given below for April and earlier months 
the prices for individual months are shown as percentages 
of the averages for the same groups in 1924.

Compared with the averages for March the April 
figures for the 53 articles of food show 34 increases and 
1] decreases; of the increases 16 were by more than 
5 per cent., including 4 by more than 10 per cent., 
while only 3 of the decreases were by more than 5 per 
cent., including one which exceeded 10 per cent. In- 
dustrial materials show 38 increases and 19 decreases, 
the former including 5 which exceeded 5 per cent., of 
which two exceeded 10 per cent., and the latter including 
only 3 of more than 5 per cent., one of which exceeded

for the corresponding month of last year, and exports 
(excluding gold and diamonds) at £2,607,054, against 
£1,943,237. The value of gold and specie exported was 
£3,757,132 as compared with £4,622,909. 
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SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS

The High Commissioner for the Union of South Africa 
in London has been advised by cable from the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Pretoria, that during the two weeks 
ended 28th April the following quantities of South African 
produce were shipped to United Kingdom ports :— 
Wool, scoured, bales, 599, grease, bales, 7,907; mohair, 
bales, 430; hides, wet, bales, 1,450, dry, bales, 1,370; 
clippings, bales, 18; sheepskins, bales, 649; calfskins, 
bales, 4; goatskins, bales, 120; wattle bark, tons, 833; 
wattle extract, lbs., 455,648; groundnuts, bags, 383; 
tobacco, bales, 298; cigarettes, cases, 2; buchu, 
bales, 13; cotton lint, lbs., 391,104; maizemeal, bags, 
1,141; chop, bags, 3,341; and grit, bags, 2,514. 

In addition the following boxes of fruit were also 
shipped on 27th April :—Grapes, 15,245; pears, 9,469; 
Avocado pears, 574; pines, 560; oranges, 125; quinces, 
100; and pawpaws, 5. 





GOLD COAST COCOA EXPORTS. 


The Secretary to the Gold Coast Government Com- 
mercial Intelligence Bureau in London reports that 
exports of cocoa from the Gold Coast in April amounted 
to 10,040 tons. This compares with 18,216 tons in 
the previous month and 11,215 tons in April, 1927. 
Exports for the first four months of the current year 
totalled 101,427 tons as against 106,136 tons in January— 
April, 1927. 


ECUADOREAN CONSULAR FEES. 


H.M. Representative at Quito has forwarded trans- 
lation of a Decree promulgated on 7th February last 
providing for a new scale of fees to be levied by 
Ecuadorean Consuls in respect of Consular invoices, 
attestation of signatures, certification of bills of health, 
etc. The fees charged for the endorsement of Consular 
invoices and manifests remain unaltered at 4 per cent. 
and 1-2 per cent. ad valorem respectively, but the 
surcharge for certification of invoices of any value 
presented after the departure from the port of shipment 
of the goods declared therein is increased from one to 
two per cent. ad valorem. For postal parcels the charge 
for the certification of invoices exceeding 40 dols. or its 
equivalent in the currency of the despatching country 
is fixed at 54 per cent. ad valorem.

Exhibitions and Fairs. 





BRUSSELS FAIR. 


A report on the Ninth Fair received by the Department 
of Overseas Trade from the British Commercial Secretary 
at Brussels states that the Governments of France, 
Belgium, Switzerland and Holland participated officially, 
There were two new national sections, namely those of 
Japan and Dalmatia. 

The exhibits in the Machinery Hall were compre. 
hensive although confined to the lighter side of the 
metallurgical industry. The chief features were lighting, 
heating and washing appliances, electrical goods and 
demonstrations of the uses of electricity in the home. 
Some 30 firms (including several British) showed wireless 
material and accessories. 

The machinery exhibits were of particular interest, 
about 80 specimens being on view. They included 
demonstration machines of various categories for in- 
dustrial purposes. The majority were Belgian. Of 
the 228 firms represented 38 were German, 23 French, 
4 Italian, 120 Japanese and 65 British. (The last two 
figures mentioned include the constituent firms of 
various groups.) 

British machines at work attracted much attention, 
especially an electrically-driven spinning machine from 
Accrington, a hosiery and knitting machine from 
Leicester and a confectionery machine from Gains- 
borough. British-made stoves and heating apparatus 
were largely shown. 

Other exhibits of note included French and Belgian 
textile machinery at work, Italian and Belgian brick- 
making machines at work, Belgian woodcutting machines 
at work, Belgian wooden clogmaking machines, and 
German boxmaking machines. The German exhibits 

included several threshing machines left over from the 
Agricultural Fair and many small appliances for office 
or home use. 

Seventeen cutlery firms exhibited. None of these 
was British although a few steel firms had stands. The 
chief “‘ heavy ” exhibits were of Belgian machine tools, 
stamping hammers, pneumatic drills, pumps, wood- 
cutting machines, iron and aluminium boilers and vats. 
Ten foundries and 15 boilermakers were represented, 
including a Luxemburg firm. 

Thirty separate types of counting and 23 household 
machines were on view. Indeed, the prevalence of the 
latter kind of apparatus must have caused serious 
perturbation to the big laundry works. 

On the electrical side the exhibits seem to have been 
chosen to make an appeal to the housewife. Of the total 
population of Belgium 91 per cent. reside in districts 
which are supplied with electric current. This indicates 
the development within recent years of a vast new 
market for electrical goods and the use of electrically- 
driven apparatus. 

There was a noticeable absence of representatives of 
the rubber, motor car, aviation, clothing, and boot and 
shoe industries. 

British participation was again scattered over the 
Fair this year, but the number of firms taking part 
seems to have increased and enquiries elicited declara- 
tions to the effect that they were quite satisfied with 
results. A number of Belgian agents who rented stands 
for their own goods also showed British-made articles.

FOREIGN TRADE IN MARCH QUARTER. 


(From the British Embassy.) 
PARIS. 

The returns of French foreign trade for the first quarter 
of 1928 show that the value of imports amounted to 12,970 
million frances as against 13,223 million frs. in the first 
quarter of 1927, a decrease of 253 million frs. or about two 
per cent., while that of exports totalled 12,759 million frs. 
as against 13,920 million frs., a decline of 1,160 million frs. 
or more than 8 per cent. Tmports of foodstuffs fell by 
873 million frs., but there was a rise of 229 million frs. in 
those of raw materials and of 390 million frs. in those of 
manufactured articles. Exports of foodstuffs rose by 397 
million frs., but there was a fall of 1,024 million frs. in 
exports of raw materials and of 534 million frs. in those of 
manufactured articles. 

For the first quarter of the year there was an unfavourable 
balance of visible exchanges amounting to 21] million frs., 
whereas in the corresponding period of 1927 there was 4 
favourable balance of 697 million frs. In March there was 
an unfavourable balance of 206 million frs. as compared 
with a favourable balance of 225 million frs. in March, 1927. 

As regards weight, imports in the first quarter of the year 
amounted to 11,257.000 tons as against 13,179,000 tons 
in the first quarter of 1927, a decrease of nearly two million 
tons, or about 15 per cent.; exports totalled 9,904,000 tons 
as against 8,945,000 tons, an increase of 959,000 tons, or 
more than 10 per cent. There was a fall in imports of 
foodstuffs and raw materials, amounting to 519,000 tons 
and 1,406,000 tons respectively, but an “increase of 3,780

tons in those of manufactured articles. Exports of food- 
stuffs rose by 173,000 tons and raw materials by 815,000 
tons, but there was a fall of 28,000 tons in those of manu- 
factured articles.

Imports, excluding gold and silver, showed a decrease of 
18-6 million mks., as compared with February. A reduc- 
tion of 54-5 million mks. took place in imports of raw 
materials and semi-manufactured goods, while other cate- 
gories of imports advanced. Exports rose by nearly 80 
million mks., exceeding in this month one milliard mks. 
for the first time. The increase included all groups, 
principally finished goods to the extent of 70-7 million mks. 

The increased imports of foodstuffs are mainly accounted 
for by additional quantities of rice (by 10 million mks.) 
and wheat (by 7:4 million mks.); imports of coffee fell by 
9 million mks. The reduced imports of raw materials were 
chiefly among products which advanced heavily in Feb- 
ruary, viz., furs (by 21-5 million mks.), textiles (wool by 
15-2 million mks. and cotton by 13-8 million mks.), but 
an addition of 12-6 million mks. occurred in oil seeds. 
Imports of finished goods increased by 17 million mks. 

Exports of foodstuffs advanced by 7 million mks. and 
those of raw materials and semi-manufactured goods by 
Exports of 
almost all kinds of finished goods advanced, expecially 
textiles (by 15-8 million mks.), of which increase half was 
due to additional cotton cloth, chemical products (by 14 
million mks.), rolling mill products and ironware (by 8-5 
million mks.), ships (by 7-7 million mks.) and machinery 
(by 6-3 million mks.); exports of leather goods declined 
by 3 million mks. 

Imports of gold rose 10 million mks., and there was a 
slight advance in exports.

According to the Monthly Summary of Foreign Commerce 
and the Statements of Merchandise imported into this 
district it appears that total imports and exports for 1927 
for the District of Georgia (which includes Savannah, 
Brunswick, Darien, and the river-borne traffic to Augusta) 
was valued at 18,055,994 dollars and 97,228,613 dols. 
respectively, a decrease of 1,433,669 dols. in imports and 
of 7,365,207 dols. in exports as compared with the corre- 
sponding figures for 1926. The balance of exports over 
imports was consequently reduced from 85,104,157 dols. in 
1926 to 79,172,619 dols. last year. 

There was no outstanding change in the commerce of 
the port during 1927, the chief exports being cotton, naval 
stores and lumber, and the principal imports unrefined 
sugar, fertiliser materials (potash, nitrates and phosphates), 
jute burlaps and newsprint, which form about 85 per cent. 
of the total imports. The bulk of the imports of manu- 
factured articles which find their way into Savannah come 
via the Northern Atlantic ports. 


BRITISH AND OTHER ImPporRT SOURCES. 


Imports from the United Kingdom decreased by 70,000 
dols. on the year, the chief items showing decreases being : 
machinery, agricultural implements, etc. — 50,000 dols., 
creosote oil — 25,000 dols., and waste materials for paper- 
making — 25,000 dols. Increases were shown in burlaps 
and jute fabrics + 20,000 dols., and fertiliser materials 
-+- 7,000 dols. Imports of burlaps and jute fabrics from 
India declined by 350,000 dols. 

The most noteworthy changes which took place in the 
trade of other European countries were in imports 
from France, which fell from 892,427 dols. in 1926 to 
116,989 dols. during the past year, and in German 
imports, which increased by nearly 200,000 dols., while 
Belgium almost doubled her import trade through Savannah. 
One item of interest was a consignment of 800 bales of 
cotton from China, delivered to a textile firm in Columbus 
and consisting of low-grade cotton at a price with which 
ocal growers could not compete. 


SHIPPING MOVEMENTS, ETC. 


The number of British ships which entered the port of 
Savannah during 1927 was 100 as compared with 98 in 
1926 and 117 in 1925. The entries of other foreign ships 
were 303. British shipping supplied, therefore, about a 
fourth of the foreign vessels which ply in the foreign trade. 
The United States Shipping Board vessels which obtained 
a strong foothold in the foreign trade during the coal trouble 
of 1926, when many British ships were diverted from their 
normal routes, are reported to have had a satisfactory 
year’s operation. 

Although most of the import trade from the United 
Kingdom (with the exception of bulk cargoes of raw 
materials such as creosote, burlaps, beet pulp, tankage, 
etc.) pass through Northern ports the time is not very far 
distant when the Southern ports will be used in far greater 
measure than they are now for importing supplies destined 
for the South-Eastern States. The change, although gradual, 
should not be overlooked by British shippers and exporters.

NEW CUSTOMS DUTY ON HYDROCARBON 
OILS. 


NOTICE BY THE COMMISSIONERS OF CUSTOMS AND EXCISE. 
REVISED NOTICE.* 


1. A Resolution introduced in the House of Commons on 
24th April, as amended by the House on Ist May, provides 
for the imposition, as from 25th April inclusive, of a Customs 
duty at the rate of fourpence per gallon on all petroleum 
oils, coal tar, and oils produced from coal, shale, peat or 
bituminous substances, and all liquid hydrocarbons (herein- 
after in this notice referred to as hydrocarbon oils). 


2. The duty applies to all such oils entered with the 
Customs after the 24th April, and to all such oils which, 
although entered, have not been actually landed on or 
before that date. 


3. The Resolution provides for a rebate equal to the 
full duty on such of these oils as are not— 

‘* Hydrocarbon oils or mixtures containing hydrocarbon 
oils of which oils or mixtures not less than 50 per cent. 
by volume distils at a temperature not exceeding 185 
deg. Centigrade, or of which not less than 95 per cent. 
by volume distils at a temperature not exceeding 240 deg. 
Centigrade, or which give off an inflammable vapour at 
a temperature of less than 22-8 deg. Centigrade when 
tested in the manner prescribed by the Acts relating to 
Petroleum ”’ 

(hereinafter referred to as Light hydrocarbon oils other 
than kerosene), except in cases where they are intended 
for treatment in a refinery. In the latter event liability 
to the full duty will continue to attach until the hydrocarbon 
oils have passed through the refinery, when a similar rebate 
will be provided for such of the resultant products as are 
ot Light hydrocarbon oils other than kerosene. 


4. The net effect therefore is that light hydrocarbon oils 
other than kerosene (e.g., petrol, benzol, white spirit, 
turpentine, etc.) will be lable to a duty of fourpence per 
gallon, whether imported as such or produced in a refinery 
from imported hydrocarbon oils, while other hydrocarbon 
oils, either on importation or on delivery from a refinery, 





* This notice replaces that published in our issue of last week (see page 573), 
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will be entitled to a rebate of the full duty, and will there. 
fore in the result be free of duty. 


5. Under the powers conferred on them by Section 6 of 
the Finance Act, 1926, pending the passing of this vear’s 
Finance Biil, the Commissioners of Customs and Excise 
will require security for the duty to be given for all hydro. 
carbon oils entered or landed after the 24th April, either 
in the form of a cash deposit or of a bond. They will, 
however, dispense with such security in the case of such 
oils other than light hydrocarbon oils or kerosene as are 
shown to their satisfaction not to be intended for treatment 
in a refinery. 

6. In pursuance of Section 7, Finance Act, 1901, imported 
goods (e.g., paints, varnishes, etc.) containing dutiable 
oils will be liable to duty on the quantity of such oils used 
in their manufacture. 

7. Full information as to the procedure to be adopted in 
regard to the importation of hydrocarbon oils, the method of 
giving security, claiming rebate, etc., may be obtained at 
any Custom House.

PETROLEUM OILS: EXCISE DUTY ON CERTAIN 
STOCKS. 


NoTice py H.M. COMMISSIONERS OF CUSTOMS AND EXcIsr 
TO HOLDERS OF STOCKS. 


REVISED EDITION. 


Note.—This Notice is issued in consequence of the 
amendment of the Resolution, as originally passed, so as 
to exclude Kerosene from the effective charge of duty. 
It replaces Notice No. 166,* dated April, 1928, which 
should be disregarded. 


1. Rate of Excise Duty. Oils liable to the Duty.—A Reso- 
lution passed by the Committee of Ways and Means of the 
House of Commons on 24th April, as amended by the House 
on Ist May, provides for the imposition of an Excise duty 
at the rate of 4d. per gallon on stocks of petroleum oils held 
on 25th April, 1928, by persons or firms within the terms of 
paragraph 3 below. This duty is limited to petroleum oils 
and mixtures containing such oils. Turpentine is thus 
outside its scope. 

2. Rebate.—The Resolution provides for a rebate of 4d. 
(i.e., cancelling the liability to duty) in respect of kerosene 
and of all heavy oils delivered for home consumption (not 
for refining). Kerosene and heavy oils are those oils 
outsule the following specification :— 

‘‘ Hydrocarbon oils, or mixtures, containing Hydro- 
carbon Oils, of which oils or mixtures not less than 
50 per cent. by volume distils at a temperature not 
exceeding 185° Centigrade, or of which not less than 
95 per cent. by volume distils at a temperature not 
exceeding 240° Centigrade, or which give off an in- 
flammable vapour at a temperature of less than 22-8° 
Centigrade when tested in the manner prescribed by 
the Acts relating to Petroleum. 


That is, oils other than petrol, white spirit, etc., are 
entitled to the rebate and are in effect free of the duty. 
In other words, the duty is actually leviable on light petroleum 
oils other than kerosene. The Finance Bill will enable the 
dutiable oils to be exported or supplied to foreign-going 
ships as bunkers or stores free of duty. This will be made 
applicable in anticipation of the passing of the Finance Bill; 
information as to the procedure will be furnished on 
application. 


3. Stocks on which duty is leviable.—The duty is applic- 
able in respect of the aggregate stocks of petroleum oils 
which on 25th April, 1928, are in the ownership or possession 
of any person or firm holding on that day in the aggregate 
10,000 gallons or over of those oils. ‘‘ The holding on that 
day’ includes, in addition to (a) the stocks in hand at 
midnight 24th-—25th April, (6) all receipts between that 
time and midnight 25th-26th April, and (c) quantities in 
course of transit on 25th April. Alternatively, where more 
convenient to a trader, he may substitute for (a) and (6) 
the stock in hand at midnight 25th-26ih April, and all 
wssues trom stock (except in so far as covered by (c)) 


between midnight 24th-25th and midnight 25th-26th 
April. The figure determining whether a person or firm 


is above the 10,000 gailon limit and thus liable to pay the

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duty, will be the total of all the stocks held by such person 
or firm in all of his or their premises, or on the premises of 
a warehouseman or wharfinger, or in transit, throughout 
the country, but excluding quantities shown to be for use 
and not for sale (see para. 5). The calculations for this 
purpose, and also for the charge of duty, will be based upon 
actual holding, and not upon the storage capacity of the 
premises. 

4. Mixtures of dutiable and non-dutiable oils.—-Where 
stocks include mixtures of oils liable to the Excise duty 
fe.g., petrol) with oils not liable thereto (e.g., benzol) the 
fgures for all purposes of the duty are to be those relating 
to the dutiable oils only. 

5. Stocks held for use and not for sale exempt from duty.— 
The duty will not be leviable in respect of stocks of oils 
held by the possessor for his own use and not for sale, and 
actually used before midnight 30th April-Ist May. Where 
a stock above the dutiable limit is held partly for use and 
artly for sale, the duty will be payable in respect of the 
part held for sale alone. 

§. Security under Section 6, Finance Act, 1926, Requla- 
tions.—The Commissioners of Customs and Excise have 
made Regulations under the powers conferred by Section 6 
of the Finance Act, 1926, requiring security to be given for 
payment of the Excise duty if and when the Finance Bill 
passes into law. 

7. Net Effect.—The net effect is that security is required 
to be given for duty at 4d. per gallon in respect of stocks of 
light petroleum oils, other than kerosene, 1.e., petrol, white 
spirit, ete., and of such oils in mixtures. Kerosene and 
heavy oils, if intended for direct consumption, that is, not 
intended to be refined,* will be free of duty. JXerosene or 
heavy oils intended for refining* will be nominally liable 
to duty at 4d., and pending refining security for duty will 
be required accordingly; but after the oils have been 
refined, and on the issue of the products from a refinery, 
duty at 4d. will be assessed on the petrol, white spirit, etc., 
and the resultant kerosene, heavy oils and solid residues 
will be deliverable free. Kerosene or heavy oils the 
destination of which is uncertain may be held under security 
by bond for duty at 4d. pending their definite disposal. 

Security for duty is not required in respect of oils as 
regards which security for the Customs or Excise Duty 
has already been given. 

8. Returns to be made by holders of stocks——Under the 
Regulations every person or firm whose stocks are liable to 
the duty, and every person or firm upon whom the Com- 
missioners of Customs and Excise call for such a return, 
is required to furnish to the Commissioners, not later than 
8th May, a return in the form No. 565, prescribed by the 
Commissioners. ‘Two copies of this form (one for retention 
by the person or firm making the return) accompany this 
Notice. The return must be supported by a Statutory 
Declaration, to be signed, in the case of a Company, by a 
Director or principal officer of the Company. 


Note.—The form of return No. 565, should be amended 
in manuscript as follows, and returns are to be made

9. Returns to be accompanied by detailed lists —The Regu- 
lations also require the return to be accompanied by a list 
showing the different refineries, installations, depots, etc., 
throughout the country, and quantities in transit, with 
the stocks under each head subdivided into the categories 
indicated in the form of return as amended by para. 8 
above. 

10. Security When a return has been verified as may be 
reqiured by the Commissioners, the person or firm making it

MEDICINAL WINES—TARIFF AMENDMENT. 


A Bill has been introduced to validate a Resolution 
passed by the Legislative Council of British Honduras on 
28th February, 1928, which amended the First Schedule to 
the Customs and Excise Duties Ordinance, by the deleticn 
of Item 100 (c) thereof (with effect from 29th February, 
1928) which reads (c) ‘“‘ Medicinal Wine admitted by the 
Collector of Customs as such.”’ 





BRITISH INDIA. 





CUSTOMS TARIFF AMENDMENTS. 


The “ Indian Trade Journal” of 5th April publishes Act 
No. VII. of 1928, cited as the ** Indian Tariff (Amendment) 
Act, 1928,’ embodying the terms of the Bill as set out in 
the ‘“‘ Journal’ notice of 29th March (page 411), with 
the exception that the word ‘ Aluminium ”’ is now omitted 
from Item No. 18 c. of the Tariff. The date of enforcement 
has been fixed as 3rd April, 1928. 

Act No. VIII. of 1928 (published on the same date as 
Act No. VII.), providing for the modification of certain 
import duties relating to the ‘* Protection of the Steel 
Industry in British India,” is called the ** Steel Industry 
(Protection) Act, 1928,’ and brings into force as from Ist 
April, 1928, the amendments shown in the “ Journal” 
notice of 19th April (page 512) of duties on Nuts, Bolts, 
Wire and Nails. 





EXEMPTION FROM IMPORT DUTY: DRUMS 
AND OTHER CONTAINERS. 


The ‘Indian Trade Journal” of 12th April publishes 
Notification (No. 19 Customs dated 7th April, 1928) issued 
by the Government of India in the Finance Department 
(Central Revenues) amending Notification No. 4—published 
in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 16th February, 1928 
(page 221)—regarding the exemption from import duty of 
certain drums and other containers, by substituting the 
proviso to that Notification by the following: “‘ Provided 
that the Collector of Customs is satisfied (a) that the con- 
tainers so imported, or an equal number of precisely similar 
containers, have, not more than one year previously, been 
exported empty by or on behalf of the importer without a 
claim for drawback of import duty having been made and 
established; and (6) that an importer applying for the 
benefit of the exemption conferred hereby with reference 
to any exportation of empty containers has not already 
obtained the benefit of the exemption with reference to such 


exportation.” 





DOMINICA. 





INCREASE OF SURTAX ON IMPORTS. 


A Bill has been introduced to amend further the Customs 
Import and Export Tariff Consolidation Ordinance, 1925, 
of Dominica and under its provisions the surtax on imports, 
which at present is 5 per cent., is to be increased to 15 per 
cent. of the duties payable. 





GIBRALTAR. 





DANGEROUS DRUGS ORDINANCE. 


An Ordinance to regulate the importation, exportation, 
manufacture, sale and use of opium and other dangerous 
drugs in Gibraltar was passed on 22nd March, 1928. It is 
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cited as the Dangerous Drugs Ordinance, 1928, and repeals 
the Opium Ordinance, 1913, and will come into operation 
on a date to be fixed by notice by the Governor in the 


** Official Gazette.”’ 

A list is given of drugs to which the Ordinance applies, 
and definitions as to what such terms as “ 
Hemp,” etc., are intended to include; also particulars as 
to licences issued in connection with the manufacture and 
sale of cocaine, etc.

The ad valorem duty in force (now 15 per cent.) will be 
chargeable upon valuations so fixed without deduction, 
except that the tare allowance for bales is fixed at 5 per 
cent. of the gross weight; when goods liable to the Tariff 
are imported in receptacles other than bales, the tare 
allowance will be the actual ascertained weight of such 
receptacles. 

Remnants (cut pieces), embroidered materials mixed 
with silk or artificial silk, shawls, nettings, tulles, em- 
broidered lappets, furnishing fabrics and either imitation 
or other kinds of unprinted gobelin, are not included in the 
present Tariff, and will be assessed to duty ad valorem on 
‘** Real Value ”’ as defined in Section 30 of the Sea Customs 
Law. 

In order to avoid detailed examination of goods, produc- 
tion of invoices relative to consignments imported will be 
necessary. Invoices, besides Customs Declaration, must 
indicate the weight either per bale (or package) or per piece 
of material and the kind of material according to the 
classification set out above, as well as the number, length 
and width of pieces of each kind imported. When width 
is shown to the nearest inch the manner of calculation will 


be on average.

BUDGET RESOLUTIONS: TARIFF CHANGES.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continueg, 





Budget Resolutions which were introduced by the Ministe, 
of Finance on 25th April. These Tariff changes took effec 
provisionally as from 26th April :— 





1. Motor vehicles.—The effect of the Resolution dealing 
with motor vehicles and tyres is to extend the existing 
duty* to all motor cars, component parts and accessories, 
Hitherto, commercial vehicles and also tyres have beep 
exempt from duty. These now become dutiable, and tyres 
fitted on imported motor vehicles will be included in the 
dutiable value of the vehicle. The expression ‘* motor 
cars ’’’ includes motor tractors, motor bicycles and motor 
tricycles, and also vehicles designed solely or primarily 
for traction by or attachment to motor cars, motor tractors, 
motor bicycles or motor tricycles. 


A clause of the Resolution provides that the value of any 
article for the purposes of this Resolution shall be taken to 
be the price which an importer would give for the article 
if the article were delivered, freight and insurance paid, in 
bond at the place of importation, and duty shall be paid 
on that value as fixed by the Revenue Commissioners. 


2. Glass bottles and jars.—The effect of the Resolution 
is to exempt from the duty (334 per cent. ad valorem) 
previously applied all empty bottles and jars except 
(a) those for bottling table waters, spirits—-excluding per. 
fumed spirits and medicinal spirits beer, or cider, 
and (6) jars of a kind ordinarily used for containing jams, 
marmalades or jellies—in both cases of a capacity of not 
less than 5 fluid ounces. 


As regards bottles and jars imported filled with any 
dutiable commodity, the duty (3d. per dozen) has_ been 
removed in respect of those of a capacity less than 5 
fluid ounces. No change is made in the duty (6d. per dozen) 
on such bottles and jars of a capacity of 5 fluid ounces or 
more. 





3. Sugar.—The Customs and Exciset duties on sugar are 
increased from Id. to 14d. per pound (i.e., sugar of a polari- 
sation exceeding 98 degrees becomes liable to a duty of 
lls. 8d. per ewt., and so in proportion for sugar of a lower 
polarisation). Corresponding increases are made in the 
rates on molasses, glucose, and saccharin. There is a 
consequential increase in the rates on articles made from 
or containing sugar (other than sugar confectionery, cocoa 
preparations, and other goods for which special Tariff 
provision is made), from Id. to 14d. per pound in the case of 
goods entered on importation by weight, and from 104d. 
to ls. per gallon in the case of goods entered by measure. 


4. Other provisions.—-These include duty-free admission, 
under permit, of spirit varnish, of kinds not manufactured 
in the Free State, imported by manufacturers for use in 
manufacturing goods ; exemption from the “‘ apparel ”’ duty 
of 15 per cent. ad valorem of hoods and shapes (requiring 
to be blocked, shaped or cut) for the manufacture of hats; 


and a provision to allow plain spirits distilled in the Free f 


State to be imported ufter the expiration of five years from 
the date of export on the same conditions as have hitherto 
ruled in the case of re-import within a period of five vears 





NEW ZEALAND. 





DUTY ON CERTAIN 
SIGNS MATERIAL, 


Order-in-Council (C. No. 53) dated 23rd February, 1928 
provides that letters and figures and similar articles of 
celluloid and similar material suited for use in building 
advertisement signs, and being articles which are not 
specifically enumerated in the Tariff, and which are, in the 
opinion of the Minister of Customs, a substitute for letters 
and figures and similar articles of magnetized metal, shall 
be charged duty at the rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem 
under the British Preferential Tariff and 40 per cent. ad 
valorem under the General Tariff, and in addition, be liable 
to the primage duty of 1 per cent. ad valorem imposed by 
Section 15 of the Customs Amendment Act, 1921.

BULGARIA. 





ENFORCEMENT OF THE METRIC SYSTEM IN 
REGARD TO LEATHER PRODUCTS. 


H.M. Representative at Sofia reports that the Bulgarian 
authorities have decided that the provisions of the Weights 
and Measures Law of 1910, which have not hitherto been 
strictly enforced as regards leather products sold in or 
imported into Bulgaria, are to be strictly observed in regard 
to these products as from 15th April. Consequently all 
trade in leather products must now be carried out in 
accordance with the metric system. 

The exclusive use of the metric system is, H.M. Repre- 
sentative states, probably not essential in markings and 
documents the use of which is confined solely to the purposes 
of shipping (bills of lading, markings on packing cases, 
bales, ete.); but invoices and specifications and also any 
other documents necessary for the clearance of goods 
through the Customs and for compliance with internal 
regulations should show metric weights and measures. 





ECUADOR. 





IMPORT OF WHISKY. 


H.M. Representative at Quito reports by telegraph that 
a Decree has been issued, prohibiting the importation into 
Ecuador of whisky less than three years old. Ecuadorian 
Consuls will not legalise shipping documents unless proof 
of age is produced. 





FRANCE. 





DUTY-FREE IMPORT OF CERTAIN FRUIT FROM 
THE IVORY COAST. 


The “‘ Journal Officiel ’’? for 29th April contains a Decree 
dated 22nd April which provides for the duty-free importa- 
tion into France and Algeria of the following products of 
the Ivory Coast: fresh table fruits, i.e., bananas, pine- 
apples, guavas, papaws, and avocados; dried or drained 
fruits, 1.e., desiccated bananas in pulp, flour or prepared in 
anv other way without the addition of sugar, glucose or 
honey; preserved or concentrated table fruits (genre 
compote) without the addition of sugar, glucose or honey : 
pineapples, papaws, guavas and avocados. 

The duty-free admission of the above-mentioned fruits 
is subject to the conditions that the fruit must be imported 
into France direct, and must be accompanied by a certificate 
of origin issued by the authorities at the point of production 
and endorsed by the Chief of the Customs at the port of 
exportation. 





EXPORT OF CERTAIN WOOD PERMITTED. 


The “‘ Journal Officiel’’ for 27th April contains a Notifi- 
cation to the effect that wood for gunstocks, sawn, shaped 
or finished, of a thickness of more than 35 mm., may until 
further notice be exported from France without special 
authorisation.

H.M. Representative at Stockholm has forwarded copy 
and translation of a Swedish Royal Decree dated 5th April, 
and effective as from Ist May, the effect of which is to 
transfer ‘“‘ motor cycle parts of rubber not specially men- 
tioned, even combined with other substances, such as 
outer covers or parts thereof and pedal and brake rubbers,”’ 
from Tariff No. 642 to Tariff No. 643, so that these articles 
are now dutiable on importation into Sweden at the reduced 
rate of 1-20 kr. per kilogramme. Fitted inner tubes for 
motor cycles are also now specially mentioned under 
Tariff No. 643 and pay the above-mentioned duty of 


1-20 kr. per kilogramme.

INCREASE OF DUTY ON CERTAIN COTTON 
TISSUES. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign 
Office, of telegraphic information from H.M. Representative 
at Berne to the effect that the Customs duty on cotton tissues 
falling under No. 361 of the Swiss Tariff (cotton tissues, 
plain or twilled, unbleached or creamed, weighing per 100 
square metres 6 kilogrammes or more but less than 12 kilo- 
grammes) has been raised, as from 7th May, from 20 to 
60 francs per 100 kilogrammes.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 





CONSTITUTIONALITY OF THE “ FLEXIBLE 
TARIFF” PROVISIONS. 


H.M. Ambassador at Washington has forwarded copy of 
a Decision handed down by the Supreme Court of the 
United States on 9th April, affirming the constitutional 
power of the United States Congress to delegate to the 
President, and the constitutional power of the President 
to exercise, the authority conveyed to him by Section 315 
of the Tariff Act of 1922 to raise and lower the rates of 
duty on imported articles. 

The Decision affirms decisions previously given by the 
United States Customs Court and the Court of Customs 
Appeals. 





IMPORTATION OF NARCISSUS BULBS. 


A Notice issued on 12th April by the United States 
Department of Agriculture states that the Federal Horti- 
cultural Board has decided to maintain the restrictions 
enforced last year limiting the importation into the United 
States of narcissus bulbs for propagation purposes to 
100,000 bulbs of each variety for each importer, during the 
shipping season 1928. This limitation does not apply to 
the Chinese sacred lily (Narcissus), but the quantity of this 
variety authorised is to be indicated in the permit. 

Permits will not be issued for the narcissus varieties Von 
Sion, Barri conspicuus, Ornatus and Empress. These 
varieties are believed to be adequately available in the 
United States to meet essential propagation needs, and 
hence it is unnecessary to continue to accept the pest risk 
which would accompany the further introduction of these 
varieties.

EXPORT BOUNTY: PROPOSED 
REDUCTION, 


With reference to “‘ Journal’ notice of 18th August, 
1927 (page 181), regarding the bounty payable in respect of 
fortified wine exported from the Commonwealth during 
the period ending 3Ist August, 1930, a Bill has now been 
introduced, cited as the Wine Export Bounty Act, 1928, 
under which the rate of bounty payable on fortified wine 
exported on or after the 9th March, 1928, is one shilling 
per gallon instead of one shilling and ninepence per gallon 
previously applicable.

CIGARETTES. 


H.M. Representative at Berne reports that proposals 
are under consideration for the increased taxation of 
cigarettes in Switzerland. The amount of the tax will 
probably be fixed according to the sclling price of each 
packet of cigarettes, an indication of the price on the outside 
of each packet being made compulsory. The effect of the 
tax will be that the greater part of the cigarettes on sale in 
Switzerland will be liable to the payment of a duty of 
half a centime per cigarette, with the possibility of a higher 
duty on cigarettes retailing at more than seven centimes 
each.
